ORIGIN OF WORD “GAZETTE-’ 


How many of our readers know the origin 
of 
the 
word 
“gazette?” Here is the story. In modern Europe the newspapers 
first appeared in Italy and Germany. 
Italy, so long the center 
of art and learning, naturally led. 
At Venice in 1566 there appeared a small paper, the Notizie 
Scritte, the first Italian newspaper. 
It was sold on the streets 
and those who pressed it upon the passerby demanded for it a 
small coin called the gazette. Herein lies the origin of the name 
gazette, now so popular a name for newspapers the world over. 
In fact, so common has this use of the word become that today 
the dictionaries give the word gazette as meaning a newspaper.
